and not before : which as itis contrary to the very 
Commiſſion it ſelfe , which expreflely limits them to 
adminiſter Oathes in ſuch mannerand farme as is uſed 
in the Chauncery before the Maſters thereof, where 
no man is forced to takean Oath, tillthe putting in of 
his anſwere tothe Bill or Plaint againſt him : Soas it 
deprives him of the uſe and benefit of Law , by way of 
- demurrer unto the Articles, it therebe occaſion : no ' 
- party being inforced, either in Star-chamber, or any 
other Courtof Iuſtice in the Realme, to take anſwere, 
where there is juſt cauſe of Demurrer,but puts in aDe- 
' murrerby adviſe of counſell, without anyOath at all. 
And his ſo taking of a raſh Oath, is dire&tly againſt the 
39.Article of our Religion: Of « (Chriſtian mans Oath :

22 The humble Appeale of me Henry Burton, © © © 
ſtian Religion doth not prohibit , but that a man may ſWeare 
when the Magiſtrate requireth ina canſe of faith , and cha- 
rity ſo it be done according to the Tropbets teaching in juſtice, 
judgement. and truth : Now ſuch ſwearing to what a 
man knoweth not ; is vaine-and raſh, Ir is alſo againſt 
faith and charity , when the Oath is extended toaccuſe 
a mans ſelfe, or his neighbour unlawtully. Secondly in 
making the Oath which they adminiſter , an afuall 
ſnare tothoſe which take it, For although it be preten. 
ted, that thereby they are bound to anſwereto Arti. 
cles in Court againſt them no further then the Law of 
the Land binds them, yet being taken, they preſſe it 
upon. the mans conſcience to anſwere in thoſe things, 
which neither Law nor confcience- bindes him unto.
